"Appointment  With  An  Iceberg" 

Center  School  Students  Explore  the  Titanic 


On  Wednesday,  April  10, 1912,  passengers  in 
Southampton,  England  began  boarding  what  was  at  that 
point  the  largest  and  seemingly  indestructible  ocean  liner 
of  its  kind.  Four  nights  later,  at  about  11:40  pm,  the  R.M.S. 
Titanic  struck  an  iceberg  which  tore  a  hole  in  her  starboard 
bow.  Within  the  next  three  hours,  the  luxurious  ship 
would  sink,  bow-first,  to  the  bottom  of  the  ocean,  taking 
some  1,500  passengers  with  it. 

In  commemoration  of  this  most  tragic  but 
historically  significant  event,  Grade  3  students  at 
Mattapoisett's  Center  School  have  been  involved  in  a 
month-long  multidisciplinary  study  of  the  vessel,  her 
crew,  her  passengers,  and  her  fatal  voyage  of  82  years  ago. 
Teacher  Luice  Moncevitch  —  who  herself  has  an  avid 
interest  in  one  of  the  most  infamous  shipwrecks  of  all  time 
—  developed  the  program  as  part  of  the  school's  Talents 
Unlimited  Program. 

"We  have  been  studying  the  Titanic  within  several 
disciplines,"  she  said.  "We've  studied  about  flotation  and 
displacement  in  our  science  lesson,  we've  covered 
astronomy  and  the  use  of  stars  as  a  navigational  tool ... 
and  the  students  have  all  taken  on  the  identity  of  actual 
passengers  aboard  the  ship  and  have  exercised  their 
creative  writing  skills  by  penning  a  personal  journal  of  the

Within  the  school's  main  entrance  is  an  elaborate 
display  case  highlighting  the  work  of  the  23  students  in 
Ms.  Moncevitch's  class.  Authentic-looking  black  and  white 
photographs  of  students  in  full  costume  as  their  assumed 
identities  are  accompanied  by  written  journal  entries, 
period  clothing  and  jewelry,  and  replicas  of  perronal  items 
taken  aboard  the  ship  —  including  a  passenger's  violin 
and  a  child's  porcelain  doll. 

"The  program  is  unique  in  bringing  out  the  best  in 
each  student,"  Ms.  Moncevitch  said.  "They  all  selected 
who  they  wanted  to  be  from  among  the  passenger  list ... 
and  they  were  given  free  rein  to  write  what  they  perceived 
their  character  to  be.  I  think  the  students  can  really 
identify  with  the  actual  people  ...  and  they're  not  likely  to 
forget  about  their  experience." 

As  the  former  Art  Teacher  at  Center  School  and  a 
20-year  veteran  of  teaching  groups  as  diverse  as  students 
at  Boston's  Emerson  College  to  a  high  school  literature 
class,  she  finds  her  latest  assignment  suits  her  best. 

Also  a  member  of  the  Titantic  Historical  Society, 
she  admits  there  has  been  an  increased  interest  in  the 
subject  since  Dr.  Robert  D.  Ballard  of  the  Woods  Hole 
Oceanographic  Institution  on  Cape  Cod  discovered  the 
remains  of  the  ship  and  conducted  an  historic  underwater 
study  of  the  deep  sea  wreckage  in  July  of  1986. 

Utilizing  advanced  underwater  video  cameras 
attached  to  a  deep-sea  submarine,  Mr.  Ballard  and  his 
crew  were  able  to  locate  and  study  the  wreckage  of  the 
passenger  liner  some  two  and  a  half  miles  below  the  ocean 
surface.  The  resulting  video  images  of  the  massive  vessel 
—  which  split  into  two  sections  as  she  sank  —  were  the 
first  photos  ever  taken  of  the  so-called  "unsinkable"  ship 
since  its  first  and,  unfortunately,  final  voyage. 

Though  Ms.  Moncevitch  has  used  the  compelling

Titanic  story  as  a  focal  point  for  such  study  in  the  past, 
each  year  it  has  grown  into  a  more  elaborate  and 
encompassing  lesson.  This  year  marks  the  first  time  she 
has  had  the  students  take  on  the  identity  of  actual  figures 
aboard  the  ship.  For  an  added  dose  of  realism,  one  of  the 
students  even  assumed  the  identity  of  Francis  Millet,  the 
sole  Mattapoisett  native  aboard  who  went  down  with  the 
ship. 

"Francis  Millet  was  a  very  talented  individual," 
Ms.  Moncevitch  said.  "He  was  an  artist,  a  translator  and  a 
raconteur.  He  was  also  an  acquaintance  of  Archibauld 
Butt,  who  was  an  advisor  to  President  William  Taft." 

As  part  of  the  multifaceted  lesson,  Ms.  Moncevitch 
also  takes  her  class  to  visit  the  house  where  Francis  Millet 
was  born  at  the  corner  of  Cannon  and  Main  Streets.  A 
weathered  plaque  is  posted  on  the  Cannon  Street  side  of 
the  inconspicuous  house  which  reads:  "Here  was  born, 
November  3, 1846,  Francis  Davis  Millet.  Drummer  boy, 
war  correspondent,  author,  illustrator,  artist.  He  went 
down  with  the  Titanic,  April  15, 1912." 

Despite  its  billing  as  an  unsinkable  ship  and  being 
fully  equipped  with  the  most  advanced  technology  at  the 
time  —  including  a  complete  wireless  telegraph  system 
which  was  one  of  the  first  to  transmit  an  S.O.S.  signal  — 
the  ocean  liner  collided  with  a  large  iceberg  just  under  the 
surface  of  the  water  which  dented  and  popped  the  rivets 
of  several  hull  plates,  allowing  the  first  several 
compartments  of  the  lower  deck  to  rapidly  flood,  causing

the  ship's  inevitable  demise. 

The  ongoing  study  of  the  Titanic  —  which  Ms. 
Moncevitch  has  titled  "Appointment  With  An  Iceberg"  — 
will  culminate  next  week  as  the  class  charts  each  step  of 
the  ship's  fateful  course  exactly  82  years  to  the  date  from 
its  departure  on  April  10  to  its  final  moments  before 
sinking  off  the  coast  of  New  Finland  at  2:20  am  on  the 
morning  of  April  15, 1912. 

Ms.  Moncevitch  plans  to  post  news  bulletins  and 
will  chart  the  vessel's  course  —  including  a  quick  lesson 
on  longitude  and  latitude  —  so  students  can  calculate  the 
exact  location  of  the  ship  at  each  point  of  its  voyage. 

"The  students  really  love  it,"  she  said.  "We've 
been  at  this  for  over  a  month  now,  and  they're  all  very

Meeting,  they  will  be  putting  up  at  least  three  more  street 
lights  in  that  area  of  town. 

Harbormaster  George  Jennings  next  submitted  two 
memos  to  the  board,  advising  them  and  town  residents  that 
the  bay  scallop  season  for  all  Marion  waters  will  offirially 
dose  on  Friday,  April  15.  Scallops  may  be  taken  through  that 
date.  Shellfisherman  are  cautioned  to  avoid  taking  seed 
scallops  from  these  designated  areas. 

Mr.  Jennings  also  noted  that  effective  Friday,  April  1, 
the  Weweantic  River  is  officially  closed  to  all  shellfishing 
north  of  a  red  marker  at  the  north  end  of  Dexter  Beach. 

Members  of  the  Benjamin  D.  Cushing  VFW  Post 
2425  sent  a  letter  to  the  board  advising  them  that  plans  are  in 
full  swing  for  this  year's  Memorial  Day  Parade  and  related 
celebration.  Committee  members  in  charge  of  this  event 
include:  Joseph  P.  Zora,  Jere  L.  Hill,  Warren  Washburn, 
Manuel  A.  Barboza  Jr.,  Franklin  Gibbs,  Clyde  F.  Akins  Jr., 
Rodney  P.  Hunt,  and  Belmiro  J.  Barros  Jr. 

At  7:15  pm,  Joseph  P.  Zora  Jr.  came  before  the  board 
on  behalf  of  Zora  Enterprises  to  discuss  his  ongoing  concern 
over  parcels  of  land  his  parents  own  and  the  town's  right  to 
clear  an  effluent  brook/stream  which  abuts  his  father's 
property. 

"Regarding  the  33  acres  of  land  referred  to  in  a  letter 
from  Town  Counsel  Thomas  P.  Crotty,  no  one  seems  to  be 
sure  where  the  bounds  are,"  Mr.  Zora  said.  "I  don't  know 
where  that  leaves  us.  The  town  sold  that  property  at  a  public 
auction.  That's  private  property  —  and  now  the  town  is 
interfering  with  our  ability  to  sell  the  land  because  we  can't 
describe  the  meets  and  bounds." 

Chairman  Dougall  said  he  understood  the  land  in 
question  to  be  comprised  of  wood  lots  which  were  formerly 
owned  by  the  Hiller  family.  Prior  to  that,  the  land  had  been 
part  of  the  original  settlers'  acquisition  from  the  Indians.  "No

meets  and  bounds  were  marked  at  that  time,"  Mr.  Dougall 
said. 

Selectman  Schaefer  asked  Mr.  Zora  what  exactly  he 
wanted  the  town  to  do  in  this  matter.  He  said  there  are 
several  options  open,  to  which  Ms.  Schaefer  pressed  him  to 
be  specific. 

"Well  the  town  can  purchase  the  property  in 
question,"  he  said.  "Or  (the  town)  can  agree  to  specifically 
define  the  meets  and  bounds ...  or  (the  town)  can  agree  to 
swap  property." 

Standing  by  the  decision  earlier  rendered  by  Town 
Counsel  in  this  matter,  the  board  said  they  had  no  other 
suggestions  to  offer  at  the  present  time.  "If  that  is  your 
decision,  I  would  like  that  in  writing,"  Mr.  Zora  said. 

Mr.  Zora  also  went  on  at  length  about  the  town's 
legal  rights  to  clear  an  effluent  brook/ stream  which  abuts 
property  owned  by  Zora  Enterprises.  In  order  to  clear  brush 
and  fallen  trees  from  the  brook  to  allow  the  effluent  line  to 
flow  freely,  the  town  has  been  granted  permission  to  stack 
the  brush  and  debris  within  10  feet  on  either  bank.  But  Mr. 
Zora  said  he  doesn't  want  to  be  held  liable  for  this  collected 
debris  should  another  overflow  of  water  (or  a  storm)  cause  it 
to  wash  up  and  damage  his  or  another  person's  property. 

"We  certainly  don't  want  to  deny  the  town  the  use  of 
the  property  that  it  may  have  been  granted  under  a  prior 
easement,"  Mr.  Zora  said,  "but  we  also  don't  want  to  deny 
ourselves  the  right  to  enjoy  our  property."

Mr.  Zora  was  also  concerned  that  the  effluent  line 
was  discharging  pollutants  —  more  specifically  chlorine  and 
some  sewage  —  into  the  water.  "As  abutters,  we  occasionally 
detect  a  strong  smell  of  chlorine,  and  sometimes  the  smell  of 
sewage,"  he  said. 

But  the  board  maintained  that  their  first  and 
foremost  concern  is  to  clear  the  brook  so  the  effluent  line  can 
flow  freely.  "As  Superintendent  of  the  DPW,  I  am  responsible 
for  the  effluent  line  discharge  from  point  A  to  point  B,"  said 
DPW  Superintendent  Rob  Zora.  "That  area  is  a  legitimate 
concern  and  it  has  to  be  addressed.  The  water  level  is  backing 
up  onto  private  property." 

As  a  temporary  solution,  the  board  agreed  to  send 
two  representatives  from  the  DPW  to  meet  with  a 
representative  of  Zora  Enterprises  at  the  site  to  discuss 
alternate  ways  to  clear  the  debris  from  the  brook  without 
causing  potential  damage  to  the  private  property.  This 
seemed  to  be  an  acceptable  solution  for  the  present  time  to 
both  parties. 

"I  want  to  see  the  brook  cleaned,  too,"  Mr.  Zora  said. 
"I've  been  asking  that  something  be  done  about  this  since 
Hurricane  Bob.  But  I  also  don't  want  to  be  held  liable  for  any 
damage  incurred  by  the  town." 

There  being  no  further  matters  to  come  before  the 
board,  they  unanimously  voted  to  adjourn  for  the  evening  at 
8:30  pm.

Rochester  Selectmen's  Meeting 
April  4, 1994 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  April  4, 1994  at 
5:00  pm  by  Chairwoman  Lorraine  Roy  Hawkes.  Also 
present  were  Selectman  David  L.  Hughes,  Selectman 
Michael  Murphy  and  Administrative  Secretary  Shirley  A. 
Ferreira. 

After  finishing  their  review  of  the  town's  Annual 
Fiscal  Budget,  the  board  began  reviewing  regular  business 
at  6:00  pm,  beginning  with  their  unanimous  approval  of 
the  March  28  and  March  30  Selectmen's  meetings  with 
some  minor  corrections.  A  scheduled  appointment  at  6:00 
pm  with  Jean  Rose  concerning  an  Earth  Removal  Permit 
for  NHT  Corporation  was  cancelled  as  the  company  has 
been  unable  to  get  funding  to  cover  their  back  taxes. 
Chairwoman  Hawkes  noted  that  they  are  trying  to  pay  off 
the  balance  of  their  tax  bill  and  plans  to  do  so  are  "in  the 
works." 

"Let's  give  them  another  four  weeks  to  see  if  they 
can  get  their  bills  up  to  date,"  suggested  Selectman 
Hughes.  The  motion  was  passed  via  a  unanimous  vote  of 
the  board. 

Under  incoming  correspondence  for  the  week, 
Chairwoman  Hawkes  noted  receipt  of  an  informational 
letter  from  the  Plymouth  County  Commissioners  advising 
the  board  of  an  act  currently  being  considered  to  abolish 
county  government.  This  act  —  filed  as  Senate  Bill  No.  107 
by  Senator  Arthur  E.  Chase  of  Worcester  —  would 
relinquish  all  the  assets,  land,  buildings  and  the  Plymouth 
County  Retirement  Association  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

A  hearing  on  the  bill  was  held  that  afternoon  in 
Boston  and  the  Plymouth  County  Commissioners  were

asking  local  municipalities  to  support  their  efforts  by 
encouraging  their  representatives  to  vote  against  the  bill. 
Selectman  Hughes  moved  that  the  board  send  a  letter  to 
Senator  Marc  Pacheco  asking  that  he  oppose  said  bill, 
which  was  seconded  and  made  unanimous  by  his  fellow 
Selectmen. 

The  board  next  received  a  copy  of  a  letter  from 
Jackie  Warren,  Administrative  Manager  at  SEMASS,  to 
Finance  Committee  Chairwoman  Pat  Ryan  regarding  an 
inquiry  into  Host  Fees  for  1995.

Ryan  told  the  board,  "which  means  we  can't  expect  a  great 
increase  in  next  year's  revenue." 

Senator  Marc  Pacheco  sent  the  board  a  letter 
advising  them  that  a  bill  has  been  introduced  which 
would  allocate  supplemental  funds  to  local  municipalities 
for  ice  and  snow  removal  operations.  The  bill,  if  passed, 
would  allocate  some  $15  million  for  municipal  ice  and 
snow  removal  relief  throughout  the  state,  of  which 
Rochester  would  receive  $7,158.  Sen.  Pacheco  advised  the 
board  that  he  is  working  to  get  the  bill  passed  in  the  State 
Senate. 

Lyn  DeMoura,  Director  of  the  Council  on  Aging, 
submitted  a  request  to  the  board  to  use  her  accumulated 
compensatory  time  —  a  total  of  65.5  hours  since  accepting 
the  position  in  November,  1993  —  within  the  current 
calendar  year.  Likewise,  Marie  McCarthy  of  the  Council  on 
Aging  posed  a  similar  request  as  she  has  accrued  some 
32.5  hours  of  compensatory  time  in  filling  the  extra  hours 
while  the  COA  was  without  a  director. 

Chairwoman  Hawkes  noted  that  as  they  are 
directly  governed  by  the  COA  Board  of  Directors,  they 
should  make  their  request  to  them  before  coming  to  the 
Selectmen.  Her  fellow  board  members  agreed  to  make 
sure  they  followed  the  proper  channels  in  requesting  the 
compensatory  time  before  rendering  a  decision  in  the 
matter. 

Bernard  McCourt,  District  Highway  Director  of 
the  Massachusetts  Highway  Department,  sent  a  letter  to

the  board  informing  them  that  the  department  will  begin 
their  spring  highway  cleaning  this  month.  Local  cities  and 
towns  are  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  existing 
sidewalks  along  State  Highways,  and  any  dirt  or  debris 
should  be  cleared  so  the  highway  cleaning  operations  can 
proceed.

As  a 
result  of  increased  overtime  accrued  under  the  union 
contract,  the  department's  budget  is  nearly  exhausted  and 
Chairwoman  Hawkes  felt  they  would  need  additional 
funds  next  year.

Claudette  Coutu  feels  they  should  have  enough  money  to 
make  it  through  the  fiscal  year,"  said  Selectman  Murphy. 

But  Chairwoman  Hawkes  said  she  was  fairly  sure 
the  funding  would  be  insufficient.  "I  really  feel  (they)  are 
going  to  run  short,"  she  said.  "And  after  tax  season  I  can 
go  in  and  figure  out  exactly  what  they're  spending  on 
overtime,  so  I'll  know  for  sure.  I  just  don't  want  them  to 
run  out  of  money  ...  and  this  would  safeguard  against 
that." 

"I  personally  feel  he  should  be  able  to  make  do 
with  his  allocated  budget,"  countered  Selectman  Hughes. 
With  that,  the  matter  was  dropped. 

The  board  also  received  a  letter  from  Police  Chief 
Denham  advising  them  that  he  has  no  money  in  his 
budget  to  cover  this  year's  Memorial  Day  Boat  Race  in 
May.  Selectman  Hughes  said  there  was  a  specific  line  item 
in  his  budget  for  this  purpose,  and  that  money  should  not 
have  been  used  for  anything  else.  The  board  moved  to 
send  a  letter  to  Chief  Denham  requesting  information  on 
said  line  item  via  majority  vote  with  Chairwoman  Hawkes 
in  sole  opposition. 

Chairwoman  Hawkes  noted  that  Chief  of 
Communications  Scott  Ashworth  had  requested  to  meet 
with  the  board  on  April  11.  Chairwoman  Hawkes  said  she 
would  like  a  response  from  Town  Counsel  on  this  pending 
matter  by  that  date  and,  if  possible,  have  Town  Counsel 
present  during  the  meeting.

Woman's  Club  on  Route  105  to  listen  to  several  candidates 
who  will  appear  on  next  week's  April  13  Annual  Election 
Ballot.  Though  many  of  the  races  are  uncontested, 
candidates  took  the  opportunity  to  solicit  voters' 
continued  support  during  the  hour  and  a  half  forum. 

Moderator  Marilyn  Whalley  of  the  Woman's  Club 
managed  to  keep  things  moving  at  a  decent  pace  as  each 
candidate  was  introduced  and  allowed  to  make  a  brief 
statement.  The  bulk  of  the  evening  was,  of  course,  devoted 
to  the  two  candidates  vying  for  a  seat  on  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  Incumbent  David  L.  Hughes  and  contender 
Patrick  Sullivan  were  asked  to  sit  at  a  table  while  formal 
questions  were  posed  to  each  —  first  from  Ms.  Whalley, 
then  from  the  audience. 

Mr.  Hughes  first  noted  that  he  is  seeking  re- 
election to  continue  working  on  the  projects  already  in 
place  in  town  and  to  help  "improve  the  quality  of 
Rochester  as  it  grows."  Mr.  Sullivan  said  after  resigning 
from  the  School  Committee  last  year  he  has  since  found 
some  additional  time  which  he  would  like  to  devote  to 
town  affairs.  "I  really  want  to  offer  my  time  back  to  the 
town,"  he  said. 

Ms.  Whalley  asked  both  candidates  what  they 
thought  was  the  greatest  problem  or  challenge  currently 
facing  the  town.  "The  greatest  nemesis  facing  Rochester  is 
a  lack  of  communication  within  the  town,"  Mr.  Sullivan 
said.  "I  think  we  need  to  put  a  system  in  place  which  will 
involve  every  (department) ...  and  also  look  at  instituting  a 
program  of  Total  Quality  Management  (TQM)." 

"As  in  the  past  few  years,  the  greatest  problem  we 
have  now  is  financing,"  Mr.  Hughes  said.  "I  think  we  have 
to  be  careful  and  budget  wisely  over  the  next  few  years  so 
we  can  still  provide  the  same  services  to  residents." 

When  asked  what  he  thought  some  future  sources 
of  additional  revenue  for  the  town  might  be,  Mr.  Hughes

offered  the  hope  of  increased  construction  or  businesses  in 
town.  "That's  really  the  only  possible  source  of  additional 
revenue  we  can  expect,"  he  said. 

Mr.  Sullivan  thought  that  more  ideas  could  be 
developed  through  brainstorming  and  future  planning. 
"We  need  to  plan  for  future  growth  and  come  up  with 
some  entrepreneurial  ideas,"  he  said.  "Let's  get  the 
cranberry  growers  involved  and  plan  an  annual  cranberry 
harvest  festival  like  they  do  in  Carver." 

But  both  candidates  agreed  lack  of  communication 
has  been  a  major  issue  in  town  of  late.  "It  is  a  problem  and 
has  been  for  quite  some  time,"  Mr.  Hughes  said.  "We've 
held  joint  meetings  with  the  various  department  heads, 
but  many  have  not  been  interested  and  don't  attend. 
That's  something  I'll  demand  in  the  future." 

"I  really  think  the  restructuring  of  town 
management  is  needed,"  Mr.  Suliivan  said.  "We  need  to 
clearly  define  person's  job  and  make  sure  everyone  is 
treated  with  the  same  respect." 

Mr.  Sullivan  also  suggested  that  the  time  is  right 
to  consider  hiring  a  Town  Planner  or  Town  Manager,  as 
Rochester  is  quickly  developing.  "We  should  be  looking 
toward  the  future  with  a  solid  plan  in  mind,"  he  said.  "We 
desperately  need  a  new  police  station  and  maybe  even  a 
sub-fire  station  near  SEMASS.  Rochester  has  prime 
property  on  North  Avenue  ...  the  only  problem  is  it's 
owned  by  New  Bedford.  I  think  that's  something  we 
should  look  into  negotiating."

The  first  item  on  the  agenda  for  the  evening  was 
the  consideration  of  a  satellite  Registry  of  Deeds  Office 
which  the  Plymouth  County  Commissioners  have 
suggested  establishing  in  the  area.  Mr.  Dougall  discussed 
locating  a  branch  office  in  one  of  the  tri-towns  and  offered 
use  of  an  office  at  the  Marion  Town  House. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  and  the  board 
unanimously  voted  to  send  a  letter  to  the  County 
Commissioners  requesting  that  one  of  the  tri-towns  be 
considered  as  the  site  for  the  satellite  Registry  of  Deeds 
Office. 

Ms.  Schaefer  then  advised  her  fellow  Selectmen 
about  the  needed  replacement  of  the  stage  curtain  at  Old 
Rochester  Regional  High  School.  The  curtain  was  not  in 
the  charge  of  the  Building  Needs  Committee,  and 
therefore  was  not  included  in  the  resulting  repair 
recommendations.  Instead,  donations  are  being  sought 
from  businesses  and  private  donors  in  the  three  towns  to 
raise  the  necessary  $4,000  to  purchase  the  fire  retardent 
curtain. 

Chairman  DeCosta  advised  the  board  that 
Mattapoisett  would  be  filing  an  application  with  SRPEDD 
for  ISTEA  funds  to  construct  a  bicycle  path/horse  trail  on 
the  abandoned  railroad  bed.  This  project  could  later  be 
tied  into  the  towns  of  Fairhaven,  Marion,  and  eventually

Another  point  was  made  that  if,  in  fact,  the  towns 
took  on  the  salary  responsibility,  the  grants  obtained  may 
not  even  exceed  the  wage  being  paid  to  the  grant  writer. 

Mr.  Leland  Craver  of  the  Marion/Mattapoisett/ 
Rochester  Housing  Co-Op,  Inc.  addressed  the  fact  that 
New  Bedford  plans  to  apply  for  special  business  tax 
breaks  by  pursuing  a  regional  strategy.  The  city  is 
applying  for  a  designation  as  an  "economic  opportunity 
area"  which  will  include  Dartmouth,  Fairhaven,  Acushnet, 
Freetown,  and  Rochester  —  excluding  Mattapoisett  and 
Marion. 

The  reason  stated  for  this  omission  was  that  if  the 
two  towns  were  included  in  the  area,  they  would  skew  the 
poverty  and  unemployment  rates  the  state  uses  in 
determining  communities'  eligibility.  Mr.  Craver  stated 
that  this  is  unfair,  especially  in  light  of  recent  requests  to 
include  all  three  towns  in  a  plan  to  regionalize  the  New 
Bedford  airport. 

Chairman  DeCosta  said  he  will  contact  Mayor 
Rosemary  Tierney  of  New  Bedford  and  discuss  this  matter 
further. 

All  present  agreed  to  schedule  the  next  Tri-Town 
Selectmen's  meeting  later  in  the  year  —  sometime  in 
October,  preferably.  There  being  no  further  matters  to 
discuss,  the  board  unanimously  voted  to  adjourn  for  the 
evening  at  8:45  pm.

It  is  the  consensus  of  the  Committee  that  the  Music 
Hall  be  saved,  by  whatever  means  possible,  by  private  and 
public  contributions.  We  hope  that  private  donations  might 
kick  off  a  fund  raising  effort  and  that  the  townspeople  might 
also  consider  raising  money  through  a  vote  at  Town  Meeting. 

We  recommend  that  the  Music  Hall  become  a 
community  center  for  all  Marion  residents.  Our  rationale  for 
this  conclusion  came  from  the  interest  shown  by  groups  using 
the  Music  Hall  now  and  from  at  least  ten  other  organizations 
who  said  they  would  welcome  the  use  of  the  building  in  the 
future.  At  no  time  during  our  meetings,  which  were 
publicized  and  open  to  the  public,  did  any  individual  or 
group  come  forward  to  say  that  the  building  should  be  torn 
down  or  otherwise  replaced  with  a  different  facility  or  site 
use. 

We  also  took  the  central  location,  the  large  capacity  of 
the  main  room,  the  historical  and  architectural  significance  of 
the  Music  Hall  into  account.  Some  of  the  uses  for  the  building 
that  were  suggested  are:  recitals,  a  coffeehouse,  rehearsal 
space  for  musical  groups,  readings,  discussion  groups,  space 
for  the  Recreation  Committee,  the  Scouts,  the  Coast  Guard 
Auxiliary,  the  VFW,  the  Council  on  Aging,  Visiting  Nurses, 
and  any  other  group  which  needs  more  space.  We  would  like 
to  see  the  Music  Hall  become  a  focal  point  of  our  village,  a 
place  where  people  of  all  ages  and  walks  of  life  can  come 
together. 

The  cost  of  the  repairs  has  been  estimated  at  $250,000.

midsummer  afternoon.  Yet,  overall,  Marion  retains  its 
picturesque  New  England  village  charm.  As  we  develop  a 
master  plan  for  Marion's  streets,  we  will  reaffirm  those 
traditions  of  public  improvements  begun  one  hundred  years 
ago  —  learning  from  the  past,  and  carefully  planning  for  the 
future." 

With  this  summary,  the  Sippican  Lands  Trust  Spring 
Lecture  on  March  28  was  concluded.  The  speaker  was 
Lucinda  "Cindy"  Brockway,  a  highly-experienced  Landscape 
Preservationist,  retained  by  the  Sippican  Lands  Trust  in 
cooperation  with  the  Marion  Tree  Committee,  to  develop  a 
conceptual  proposal  as  the  basis  for  the  Marion  Tree  Master 
Plan.  (This  is  funded  by  the  profit  from  Marion's  newspaper 
recycling  program,  given  to  the  Sippican  Lands  Trust  when 
our  market  collector  required  that  these  funds  be  given  to  a 
non-profit  organization,  as  well  as  several  private  contributors 
who  made  Cindy's  employment  possible). 

This  Spring  Lecture  was  the  initial  step  in  developing 
town-wide  involvement  in  the  long-range  tree  planning. 
There  are  three  major  steps  to  be  accomplished  as  part  of  the 
background  study: 

1.  Overview  narrative  and  illustrated  lecture  on  Marion's 
streetscape  history  and  development.  Historic  photographs, 
courtesy  of  Edmund  Tripp,  the  Sippican  Historical  Society, 
Town  of  Marion  Annual  Reports,  and  written  descriptions  of 
Marion  will  be  used  for  this  purpose. 

2.  Inventory  plan  and  survey  of  existing  conditions.

Normally,  taxpayers  who  sell      postponed,  you  may  deduct  for 


their  home  for  a  substantial 
profit  face  a  heavy  tax  load,  but 
this  burden  can  be  avoided.  If 
you  buy  another  home  that 
costs  as  much  or  more  than  the 
sales  price  of  the  old  one,  within 
a  specified  time,  the  profit  from 
the  sale  is  not  included  in  your 
taxable  income. 

The  second  home  must  be 
bought  and  occupied  within  a 
period  spanning  two  years 
before  and  after  the  sale.  This 
same  time  frame  is  also 
permitted  when  building  a  new 
home.  This  tax  deferment 
applies  only  to  the  sale  of  a 
family's  principal  residence.

Cindy  provided  the  survey  plan,  which  was  completed  by  the 
24  town  residents  who  charted  13  items  for  each  assigned 
area,  noting  them  on  town  maps,  and  subsequently,  to  a  large 
map  giving  an  overview  of  trees  in  Marion  (i.e.  species,  vigor, 
height,  density,  etc). 

3.  Sample  conceptual  plan  and  written  recommendations 
for  tree  placement  and  species  alternatives  for  each  of  Marion's 
streets.  This,  for  the  present,  will  be  limited  to  the  survey  area 
bounded  by  Water  Street,  Lewis  Street,  north  on  Converse 
Road,  Pleasant  Street,  Spring  Street,  to  Ryder's  Lane,  south  on 
Front  Street  to  Main  Street  (both  east  and  west  to  Route  6) 
continuing  on  Front  to  Lewis  Street  and  all  the  streets  within 
this  area.  Also,  Briggs  Lane,  Hiller  Street,  and  Park  Street.  The 
priority,  initially,  will  be  the  village  center. 

Steps  one  and  two  are  completed  and  provided  the 
contents  for  the  lecture. 

The  Master  Plan  will  not  be  imposed  upon  anyone.
